Judge Robert W. Barr and filed in 
the Ciruit Clerk’s office on Decem- 
ber 22, Spencer Owen Zigalr’s third 
trial is set to begin on February 13, 
1995 

Ziglar, 58, was originally charged 
with. murder in the January 30, 1990 
shooting death of Edward Lamar 
Kelley, 56, of Elba. 

Kelley was killed by a shotgun 
blast fired through the front door of 
his mobile home located on the Tay- 
lor Mill Road just west of Elba. He 
died of wounds to the face, neck and 
chest. 

Ziglar was not convicted of mur- 
der in his first trial held in June of 
1991. He was found guilty of the 


lesser included offense of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to 20 years 
in the penitentiary. 

In May of 1993, the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals over- 
turned Ziglar’s conviction and or- 
dered a new trial. 

During the first week in Decem- 
ber of last year, Ziglar was tried 
once again, That trial ended in a mis- 
trial with the jury deadlocked in a 9- 
3 vote. Nine of the jurors favored 
conviction while three were for ac- 
quital. 

Shorty after the above trial, Pre- 
siding Circuit Judge Terry Butts 
scheduled a special term of criminal 
court set to begin on January 17. Zi- 
glar’s case was placed on the court 
docket to be tried during that term of 
court. 

In the court order issued by Judge 


Barr, the following basis for the de- 
cision to continue the case until Feb- 
ruary were listed: 

1). The family of Edward Kelley 
desires that this case be tried Febru- 
ary 13, 1995, and not in the method 
suggested in January 1995, 

2.) The conflict in the schedule of 
one of the defendant’s attorneys, 
which this Court directed the De- 
fetise attorneys to inform the Court 
about on December 2, 1994. 

3.) The Court Calendar published 
on November 9, 1994, which poses a 
conflict between Court terms. 

The judge pointed out'in his order 
that the continuance being ordered 
only delays the third trial of Ziglar 
three weeks and that all parties in- 
volved should have no conflicts for 
the trial of this case during that 
weck.

Hornsby urging Hooper to simplify 
matter concerning absentee votes

Sonny Hornsby, Chief Justice, 
Supreme Court of Alabama, held a 
press conference in Montgomery on 
Tuesday to make public a letter to 
Perry O. Hooper Sr. and faxed cop- 
ies of a letter to newspapers around 
the state afterwards. 

Hornsby and Hopper were the 
November 8th, 1994, Democrat and 
Republican candidate respectively 
for Hornsby’s seat as Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court. The race was 
close and the none of offices, nor the 
constitutional amendments, has yet 
been certified due to court battles 
over contested absentee votes. No 
newly elected official can take office 
until the respective race has been 
certified by the Secretary of State. 

In the letter Hornsby noted it has 
been almost two months since the 
general elections and the gu- 
bernatorial inauguration and leg- 
islative organizations session are 
only days away. 

He noted the two candidates for 
Alabama’s highest court office 
“have a unique opportunity to pre- 
vent what undoubtedly will be chaos 
if our elected public officials are not 


immediately certified and do not 
timely take their oaths of office.” 

Hornsby proposed the two join in 
publicly urging all parties and their 
lawyers to enter into an immediate 
agreement to simplify the matter. 

This would include the counting 
and certifying of all absentee ballots 
for the limited purpose of having the 
Secretary of State tabulate them and 
make a determination as to whether 
or not the inclusion of said contested 
absentee ballots would change the 
result in any race. Any such race 
would not be certified until final 
court resolution of the matter. 

Hornsby noted the absentee ballot 
dispute may be a moot issue as the 
contested absentee ballots may not 
change the outcome of a single race. 

He agreed to congratulate Mr. 
Hooper if these contested ballots 
showed the Republican challenger to 
be the clear winner in the race for 
Chief Justice. 

Hornsby noted he was party to no 
pending lawsuit on the matter. “You 
are the lead plaintiff in the cases be- 
fore Judge Howard... You lhave the 
power to control this litigation.” 

According to Homsby’s letter, 
copies of the letter went to 27 at- 
torneys directly involved in the law- 
suits (in addition to the candidates).

New 334 area code to affect

Beginning January 15, the south- 
em half of the state, more than thirty 
counties, will switch from the 205 
area code to the new 334. Besides 
the confusion this will probably 
cause to everybody, there are some 
for which it will be an expensive 
change. 

According to GTE officials, the 
cost of programming private branch 
exchanges known as PBX systems 
with not be cheap. The expense will 
vary from business to business, 

outh Alabamians will not be the 


| only ones affected. Every telephone 


company and business in the country 
will be forced to reprogram in order 
to call numbers zoned in the new 
area code. 

To some extent, residential cus- 
tomers will be affected by paper- 
work in changing their phone num- 
bers on checks, personal stationary, 
etc, 

Business phone numbers imprint- 
ed on stationary and business cards 
will also require changes. 

Individuals affected by the area 
code change who have mobile tele- 
phones will also be required to make 
some adjustments - their car phones 
will have to be reprogrammed by the 
installer (mobile service provider), 

Even though there will be a four 
month grace period (until May 13th), 
customers should not put off making 


the necessary changes and notifica- 
lions. 

Reportedly, the new 334 area 
code will allow the creation of al- 
most 500 new prefixes and the po- 
tential for 5 million new telephone 
numbers.

I don’t want to hurt 
anyone or cause problems.” 

He said he will go work for his 
father, Henry Glenn Lunsford, who 
was the superintendent of public 
works for the City of Enterprise for 
many years, now has a fill-dirt busi- 
ness. The elder Lunsford was let go 
without explanation when the 
present city administration took of- 
fice in 1992, 

The younger Lunsford said he 
will spend his first weeks in office 
just listening, watching and learning. 
“I’m going to go with the flow, see 
what’s going on, I want to go slow. I 
want to work with all the commis- 
sioners, We've got to work together 
to get things done.” 

Lunsford said he’s particularly in- 
terested in boosting the county’s ec- 
onomic development. “I’d love to 
see us put in a county industrial park 
and offer incentives to businesses 
and industries which would be will- 


ing to locate there. And we need a 
county-wide chamber of commerce.” 

He said that county government 
in a position to make some very im- 
portant advances. “Everything is set 
up perfectly for Coffee County to ex- 
pand. We need some good, high- 
paying jobs for our kids and I think 
the county commission has brought 
the county to a point where that 
dream can become a reality.” 

He said he had great admiration 
for Sid Averett. Lunsford ran against 
Averett in the 1992 county election. 

“T’ve been knowing Sid since I 
was very young. He was one of the 
nicest, most well-known people in 
the county. He did an outstanding 
job as a commissioner. He not only 
worked for District 6, he worked for 
all the people of the county. There’s 
nobody alive, me included, who will 
ever be able to fill his shoes. He was 
an example we should all try to fol- 
low.” 

Lunsford said his primary duty 
will be to listen to the people of his 
district in particular and the people 
of the county in general. 

“When you stop listening to the 
people you don’t need to be in of- 
fice,” he said. “The Constitution 
doesn’t say ‘We, the politician,’ it 
says ‘We the people.’ We elect poli- 
ticians to office and if they don’t do 
the job and we keep electing them, 
then it’s the people’s fault if there’s 
chaos in government,” 

Lunsford thanked all his support- 
ers in the county and District 6 who 
wrote letters to the govermor on his 
behalf, “I’m going to do the best job 
I can for everybody,” he said. “I 
can’t tell you how seriously I take 
this responsibility that’s been given 
to me. I am proud I’ve been selected 
to serve.”

al 270 beds capable of providing 
Skilled nursing care according to 
Frank D, Wilkes, Director, Depart 
ment of Veterans Affairs. 

The 150 bed Bill Nichols Home 
in Alexander City has been opera 
tional for five years. The Floyd } 
“Tut” Fann Home in Huntsville and 
the William F, Green Home in Bay 
Minette will begin accepting resi 
dents in mid-to-late January 1995. 

The home in Bay Minette is 150 
beds, and the home in Huntsville is 
120 beds with approval to add an- 
other 30 beds at a later date.

Veteran flight training funds reinstated 


Flight training funds for veterans 
and active duty military have been 
permanently reinstated as part of the 
Veterans Benefits Improvements Act 
of 1994, The program pays up to 
60% of the cost of advanced training 
and type ratings, with a maximum of 
$14,000. “This is an excellent pro- 
gram for a veteran who wants to 
make aviation a career, to get the 
necessary training,” stated Jim Bur- 
chett, Chief Flight Instructor for Ala- 
bama Aviation and Technical Col- 
lege in Ozark, “We've been able to 


help a number of individuals obtain 
commercial pilot licenses and instru- 
ment ratings using the 60/40 pro- 
gram. Now that funding is assured, 
we'll be able to provide even more 
training opportunities.” 

To’ qualify, a veteran must pos- 
sess a valid private pilot’s license 
and must meet the medical require- 
ments to qualify for a commercial li- 
cense. The training must be neces- 
sary for the attainment of a 
recognized vocational objective in 
the field of aviation. Burchett con- 


cluded, “It’s a good time to get into 
civilian aviation. With the military 
downsizing there will be fewer mili- 
lary-trained-candidates, This is going 
to force the industry to look toward 
civilian-trained pilots.”

Grass is important

If the lawns will be used for a rec 

reauion arca where children play 
football, baseball and other games, 
your best choice is one of the hybrid 


Bermuda grasses, Hybrid Bermudas 
are established with sprigs and re- 
quire practically full sun for good 
growth. The Bermudas will stand 
quite a bit of traffic or wear and re 
cover rapidly. Also, they spread fast 
alter sprigging. Common Bermuda 
is established by seed, but does not 
form a dense sod like the hybrids 

The zoysia grasses grow well in 
sun and fairly dense shade. If you 
have pines or other deep rooted trees 
and want a pretty lawn, consider Ma- 
trella, Emerald, or Meyer zoysia 
grass. Zoysia will stand only light 
traffic and wear. It recovers slowly. 
It is established vegetatively with 
sprigs, but can be established with 
seed. It spreads slowly, but requires 
less fertility and care than oth¢r lawn 
grasses. It grows in full sun and part 
shad. Centipede will stand only light 
traffic and wear. 

St. Augustine grass grows in full 
sun or fairly dense shade. It will 
stand only light traffic and wear. It is 
established vegetatively. A systemat- 
ic insect control program must be 
followed to keep a good stand of St. 
Augustine. 

In dense shade or under shallow 
rooted trees, it is best to use low 
growing ground cover plants. Some 
of the most popular are ivy, ajuga, 
Big leaf and Little leaf Periwinkle 
and Liriope.

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Elba City Council gets good & bad news

There was good news and bad 
news coming from the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening. 

The good news was the low total 
of monthly bills for December. The 
bills totaled only $7,806.28, the low- 
est for any month in a long, long 
time. 

‘The three major items on the 
monthly bills was equipment repairs 
totaling $2168.71; radio repairs at 
$658.06 and pest control at $1340.00 

The bad news was the city having 
to roll over a $20,000 note at a local 
bank. The city paid the interest for 
the last six moriths and renewed the 
mortgage for another six months at 
The Peoples Bank. While things are 
calmer at city hall than any time in 
the last two years, an increase in 
sales tax, etc., there still seems to be 
a little less money than is needed to 
pay all obligations. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the resignation of two police of- 
ficers. Officer Donnie Byrd has ac- 
cepted a position with the Montgom- 
ery County Sheriff's Department and 
Officer Eddie Crawford has also re- 
signed. 

The council authorized Parker to 
hire two officers to fill the va- 
cancies. 

Parker also requested permission 
to raise the starting pay for radio op- 
erators to $6.50 per hour, from the 
present $5.00. He said this would 
help attract good people and would 
surely help in retaining those they 
have hired and gotten trained. 

The council delayed any action 
on this request. Council member Bill 
Brunson said he had reservations on 
raising the pay of one position when 


others within the city also needed re- 
view. 

Council member John Sharpless 
said he was opposed to any raise at 
this time. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
said he was ready to approve the re- 
quest from the chief immediately. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood expressed 
support for the raise, but questioned 
the legality of the action in light of 
the pay and hiring freeze ordinance 
imposed by the city council last 
year, 


Elba police, issued ten 
traffic citations for illegal 
parking in handicapped 
zones, Chief Parker told 
the council Monday night. 


Brunson suggested tabling the re- 
quest until the ordinance is reviewed 
and until they checked the status of 
the survey being performed for the 
city by Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Corpora- 
tion . 

The council approved the sale of 
a parcel of land to Marty Catrett. 
The property is on Airport Road and 
adjoins the offices of Catrett’s log- 
ging operation. He told the city fa- 
thers he needed additional parking 
for his trucks and land to construct 
an office. The lot contains about one 
acre and lies between Catrett’s 
present facility and Cash Leasing. 

The long discussed Boom Box or- 
dinance was introduced by Mayor 
Haywood. The council will vote at 
the next meeting on putting the noise 


control regulation into municipal 
law. 

Chief Parker reported the police 
department had answered 36 com- 
plaints since the last meeting. They 
have also issued 39 traffic citations, 
including ten for parking in handi- 
capped zones and four for DUI. 

There were 11 criminal arrest dur- 
ing this time frame and 12 auto- 
mobile accidents. Five people were 
injured in these accidents. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 15 dogs. None were returned to 
their owners and two were sold. 

The City of Elba also formally 
approved accepting part of the for- 
mer route of U. S. Highway 84. 
When the State of Alabama an- 
nounced plans to reroute the high- 
way, there was verbal agreement that 
Elba would take responsibility for 
that portion no longer needed by the 
State. This is a portion of Simmors 
Street. 

Operations Manager Henry Clark 
reported the monthly budget reviews 
with department heads was going 
over real well with those involved. 

Clark also said the new private 
collecuon of the city sales tax is 
working out well and will pay fur- 
ther dividends as time passes. 

The council approved Clark’s re- 
quest to spend $4,000 for rip-rap to 
repair the approaches to the Caroline 
Street bridge. The bridge has been 
closed since the flooding of last sum- 
mer. 

A $17,626.50 bill from the firm 
doing the engineering for the. inert 
landfill on Samson Highway was 
questioned, Clark said the city had 
paid $19,484.19 to this firm two 
years ago and still has no landfill 
permit. He complained they don’t 
even return his phone calls and he

It’s official! Mark Pool, Coffee 
County Engineer and head of the 
county’s highway department, has 
resigned. 

In a special meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission held Tuesday 


morning, Commission Chairman 
Lawrence Creel read Pool’s letter of 
resignation. 


Pool’s last day as county engineer 
will be February 17, 1995. He has 
been hired by the Houston County 
Commission as county engineer and 
will assume his duties there on Mon- 
day, February 20th. 

Pool was not present at the 10 
a.m, meeting of the commission, but 
this reporter had an opportunity to 
talk with him earlier in the day with 
the knowledge that his resignation 
was forthcoming. 

When asked what he attributed 
his success as the county’s engineer 
to, his quick response was “The 
Lord has blessed me! He’s made a 
lot of things fall into place.” 

Pool came to Coffee County from 
Wilcox County in June of 1987 and 
he brought with him the attitude 
“that nothing is impossible.”

“When somebody says you can’t 
do that, that kind of infuriate me!” 
Pool said. 

“T played on the bulldozer tech- 
nique. We’re going to accomplish 
the project - the question is whos is 
going to be left when we get 
through.” 

Pool stated that he used Bear 
Bryant’s philosophy of surrounding 
himself with good people. 

“We've got the best road depart- 
ment in the state. We have outstand- 
ing employees,” he said. 

Pooi’s response to the question as 
to what he considered his greatest 
accomplishment while serving as 
Coffee County’s engineer was sur- 
prising. 

“Paving Jeter Subdivision!” was 
his immediate response, 

He quickly added that he consid- 
ered the county’s Subtitle D landfill 
as a great accomplishment. Although 
it was surrounded with a great deal 
of controversy, he feels that ulti- 
mately, it will be looked upon as a 
great step taken by Coffee County. 

“If it [the landfill) had not been 
environmentally safe, I would not 
have had a thing to do with it, I 
would have stopped it!”’said Pool. 

Also the fact that Coffee County 


does not have a bridge (32) with a 
weight limit pleases him greatly. 
“There’s not another county in the 
state that can say that,” Pool boasted. 

Pool stated that one of the most 
important things facing the commis- 
sion and the next county engineer is 
seeing that the landfill is properly 
managed. 

“You can’t just let it run. You’ve 
got to stay on top of that thing and it 
has got to be run right!” he said. 

Phillip Kelley is presently manag- 
ing the landfill. He replaces Eric 
Wilson who recently resigned the 
position. 

Pool noted that he is confident 
that Kelley can do the job. He also 
said that he has told the commission 
that he would be available to them 
and the new engineer to assist them, 
al no charge, with any problems con- 
cerning the landfill. This has also 
been cleared with his future employ- 
er - Houston County. 

When asked to compare the 
county’s road system with other 
counties in the state and rate them on 
on a scale of 1 to 10, Pool rated the 
bridges - 10, paved roads - 8, and 
dirt roads - 9 

One thing Pool feels that the Cof- 
fee County should work toward is a 
county-wide water system managed 
by the commission or its designee. 
He also suggested that the county 
should have a fulltime commission 
chairman elected by the people. 

Another thing that he would like 
to see, on a statewide basis, is a 
more evenly disbursement of high- 

vay funds to the counties. 

Under Pool’s direction for the 
past 7 plus years, Coffee County has 
made giant strides with its road sys- 
tem and its highway department. 

When his record as county engi- 
neer is examined, one has to say that 
he has been good for Coffee County 
and he will be missed! 

At the same time Pool’s resigna- 
tion was offered and accepted by the 
commission, they voted to hire 
Randy Tindell as the county's new 
engineer, . 

Tindell served as assistant engi- 
neer under Pool for 4 years prior to 
his accepting a job as Geneva 
County’s engineer, He has been 
there for the past 3 years. 

“He’s a good man and a good 
choice. He'll do a good job,” said 
Pool, 


has seen their engineer only twice in 
the past two years. The council ap- 
proved Haywood’s request to delay 
payment unul the mayor could get 
additional information, 

Clark reviewed the numerous 
leases approved by the council on 
portions of the old school facilities. 
He noted many are not making their 
lease payments and several never 
signed the formal lease or made any 
improvements on the property. The 
council instructed Clark to pursue 
this matter and possibly get these 
people to give up their leases if they 
don’t plan to use the property as pro- 
posed in the original agreement with 
the city council. 

Payment of attorney bills of 
$2928.75 to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan was tabled until some 
charges could be itemized. The bills 
were for serving as prosecutor of 
city cases in District Court and $851 
of other legal work. 

Council members Earl McCol- 
lough and Gladys Yelverton were 
absent from the meeting.

He said, “If, after all of the proper 
information is considered, it is de- 
termined that the will of District 31 
voters is for my Opponent to be their 
state senator, then | will congratulate 
him and wish him well,” He added 
however that he is not willing to al- 
low those outside the diswict to de- 
cide the race,
